MYERS TELLS 
CLUB OF WORK 
ON MISSION 66 


James B Myers, superintendent 
of the Gettysburg National Mili­ 
tary Park, told the Exchange 
Club at its weekly dinner meeting 
in the Lamp Past Tea Room Tues­ 
day evening that the five "Mis­ 
sion 66" projects were nearly com­ 
pleted on the Gettysburg Battle­ 
field. 
He said the first project, com­ 
pleted in November, 1958, was 
the building of a new bridge on 
Reynolds Ave. The second proj­ 
ect was the resurfacing of the 
31 miles of Battlefield avenues, 
including leveling and shoulder­ 
ing. which was completed in the 
spring. He said the roads are "in 
tiptop condition for the centen­ 
nial” in 1963. 
The third project, which will 
be completed in five months, is 
the restoration of all the historic 
houses on the Battlefield. 
The fourth and fifth projects, 
w'hich are not completed, he said, 
are the largest. One consists of 
moving the visitor’s museum from 
the National Park offices in the 
post office to the new visitors’ 
center 
and 
cyclorama 
located 
along the Taneytown Road. My­ 
ers said 90-year-old Bernard Ba­ 
ruch has donated a picture of his 
father who served as a surgeon 
at Gettysburg during the Civil 
War. 


M O D IFIE D A M PHITH EATER 
The superintendent said that the 
parking facilities have been com­ 
piled at the new location and 
a hard top raid has been built 
to connect Route 15 with the cen­ 
ter. 
The center will also have large 
rest rooms, office space for the 
Park Service, cement walks, one 
wall that can open mechanically 
to permit a modified amphithea­ 
ter in the area looking toward 
the Taneytown Rd.
